HOURS INSTEAD OF WEEKS 

Also the fractured mb “can be 
exercised within a few hours.of be- 
ing sct—instend of walting for six 
or elght weeks In, for example, the 
case of n fractured thigh. 

On a metal table are sct two 
brackets supporting frames __ llice 
three sides of a square, These 
frames pin the broken’ Imb. By 
turning handles the surgeon can pull 
the overlapping bone straight; by 
rotating other handles he con shift 
the bone-ends to right and left or 
up and down. 


A fluoroscope or “screen"—a 


dovice which renders flesh trans- | 


parent—enables the surgeon to seo 
exactly what he Ia doing and the 
device holds the limb so firmly in 
position that he can ensitre a per- 
fect join. 


WIRES HOLD THE BONE 


Once sect, thin wires are passed 
through the limb, holding, the bone 
firmly in position.

the limb is strapped up In plaster of : 


parts, 

Within a week or-two the patient 
would be walking on the broken leg 
—stll in its plaster. The cure 
would be complete. in.from 4.to 6 
weeks instead of 10 to 12 weelcs. 


PAINLESS MOTHERHOOD 

By using a third exhibit a woman 
can have a baby without pain. It Is 
ao small black case containing a 
cylinder of tfaughing-gas (nitrous 
oxide) and a long, thick. corrugated 
tube, like the attachment to n gas- 
mask. At the end of the tube is a 
mouth-plece. 

It can stand at the bedside with 
the mouth-piece within reach, and by 
holding it against her face n woman 
need only inhale for the agony to 
fade away. 

In addition, by _anaxsthellsing the 
pain, this device enables 1 mother to 
-carry out a doctor’s instructions, for 
the only consciousness it dulls is the 
consciousness of pain. All other 
senses function at full pressure.

PACIFISM ARRIVES 


Hongkong is ubout to meet 
formally and face to face some 
of the leaders of the pacificist 
movement who are intent upon 
forming a local Group of the 
Peace Pledge Union. Ags a gar- 
rison of importance and a naval 
base which has been called vital, 
the Colony may be disposed, in 
the main, to ignore the effort of 


well-meaning men to enlist sup-| 


port for the: pledge: “I re- 
nounce war and I will never sup- 
port or sanction another.” 
That would be unjust and unin- 
telligent. When any group of 
thoughtful persons becomes so 
convinced. of the righteousness 
and rightness of its cause that 
it will crusade for it, and when 
thousands are converted to its 
belief, it would be folly to dis- 
miss ‘the object_of_the campaign 
as unattainable, imbecike” or 
“yoppy-cock.” Yet that is pre- 
cisely the reaction of various 
types; types, let it be said, vary- 
ing in their narrow-mindedness 
and bigotry exactly in ratio to 
the positiveness of their con- 
demnation. One might as well 
argue that Euclid was a fool be- 
cause’ one does not understand 
geometry; or that there is no 
good in Mohammedanism be- 
cause one is a Christian’ or a 
Jew, as to condemn the ideal of 
pucifism without giving it at

\fthough it did not protect him 


from attack on:. other ‘ scores, 
The point is that to shyt eyes 
and stop ears against any ideal- 
istic or other argument is often 
a confession of weakness, more 
often of petty. prejudice, and 
sometimes snobbery. The mere 
fact that one feels a distaste for 
a certain subject or doctrine 
cannot excuse a policy of what 
might be termed self-isolation- 
jsm or insulationism. Too many 
are prone to emulate the ostrich 
and bury their heads in the sand. 
They miss so much that is worth 
at least passing observation,

These figures of plans approv- 
ed are, for a variety of reasons, 
R poor guide to the actual amount 
of building. But they are the 
best guide we possess, And the 
significant thing ig that the 
curve has definitely turned down- 
ward.” 


Building has been the back- 
bone. of British recovery.’ The 
volume of employment in the 
building industry is still at 
record levels. But it begins «to 
look extremely probable that 
there will be a falling-off next 
year, : 


Everybody would agree that 
if the next slump can be pre- 
vented, or'even mitigated, it 
would be a good thing to try. 
And any economist: will tell you 
that’ the carlier you start with 
your” preventive action, the bet- 
ter chance of success you have. 


The time to start, then, is now. 
We should get all our plans pre- 


argument of the paeifists, On 
the contrary, one is inclined to 
feel that the Peace Pledge 
Union is attempting to run be- 
fore there is any path for it to 
walk.

Surely they ean- 
not be anything but complement- 
ayy, since, in effect, they have a 
common goal, 


Pacifism as a principle may 
make appeal; but pacifism in 
present day practice makes a 
sorry. showing ‘if it iu carricd 
to its ,ultimate end. It will 
be. hard' for’ any man_ to 
reaist striking a blow in defence 
of -his home and his native coun- 
try. if cither is 
pacifism preaches non-resistance, 


invaded. But}

position that without resistance 
there can be no war. That does 
not mean there will not be 
slaughter and horror and the 
shame of subjugation to the will 
of a conqueror, 


Nevertheless, thore [4 a grain 
of good within the Peace Pledge 
Union; more than a grain, per- 
haps.

What form should the plans 
take? Obviously no one person 
can present a whole plan for 
slump prevention. But there are 
two things that could be done, 
each of which would be a power- 
ful blow in the battle, and each 
of which is worth doing for its 


own sake, entirely apart from, 


its merits as a slump preventer. 


In two words, these two sug- 
gestions are HOUSES and 
ROADS. 


Building houses is the most 
obvious and direct way of pre- 
venting a slump in building em- 
ployment. We are already ap- 
pronching the ‘exhaustion of the 
private demand for houses by 
people who can afford to pay for 


~them.--But-there is-still-an-en-- 


ormous need of houses for the 
less fortunate for whom build- 
ing societies and insurance com- 
panies cannot cater. . 


a 


-The present slum clearance 
programme, though it will have 
built over 300,000 new houses by 
the end of 1938, does not by any 
means solve the slum problem. 
Another 300,000 houses at the 
very least could be built in re- 
placement of the slums. 


Then there is overcrowding. 
Under the present plans, some- 
thing like 200,000 houses are to 
be built to relieve overcrowding 
(which is not technically, the 
same thing'as the slum problem). 

Mere we have an official state- 
ment by the Minister of Health 
that the present programme is 
only a beginning. Since another 
200,000 houses will be needed 
some time, why not build them 
at a time when their construc-

tion would help to solve the un- 
employment problem? 


I have suggested, then, a new 
500,000 house building pro- 
gramme in addition to what is 
being done at present—roughly 
half for slums and half for over- 
crowding. ‘There is nothing in 


‘the least unorthodox about this. 


It is mercly the continuation of - 
what the Government has been - 
doing for years past, merely the 
anticipution of what they admit 
will be necessary some time in 
the future, : 


The only novelty in my sug- 
gestion is that instead of pdst- 
poning the plans until the vague 
future, they should immediately 
be got ready for prompt applica- 
tion when the slump shows signs 
of coming.’ If private housing is 
on the down-grade, public 


housing should be on the up-_ 


Why should not a 'Ten-Year- 
Plan be drawn up for the ‘re- 
building of the main roads, at 
n cost of £80,000,000 a ycar? 
Then, in any year when unem- 
ployment was heavy, a year’s in- 
stalment of the programme could 
be put in hand, When trade 
revived, the programme could be 
postponed, In this way road 
building would be combined with 
slump prevention. : 


But where is the £80,000,000 
a year to come from? Surely I 
am not suggesting, after the ex- 
perience of the Inst Labour Gov- 
ernment, that the Budget should 
be unbalanced to provide work: ° 
for the unemployed? - 


<The answer might bo that if’ 
we can unbalance tho . Budget 
for rearmament we can do it for 
the prevention of unemployment. 
But ‘as it happens, this road 
building programme can_ be- 
finaneed in the soundest of sound 
ways,

‘The second suggestion is for 
ROADS. It has been proved over 
and over again that a large pro- 
portion of our'road accidents is 
due to the. bad quality of the 
roads, x : 


Here again we have Govern- 
ment pronouncements to go ‘on. 
Before Mr. Hore-Belisha left thé 
Ministry of Transport he laid 
down a standard - specification 
for a main road, including dual 
carringeways, cycle tracks 
roundabout. or flyover crossings 
and other such details. 


We shall not be able to say 
that our roads are satisfactory, 
that they are safe for the public 
to ‘travel on, until every main 
roid has been rebuilt’ to the. 
standard: specification. : 

The cost of that would be 
something like £800,000,000—an 
enormous sum, but little more 


than half of what we are spend- , 


ing in five years for rearmament.

I all the great. occasions 

‘in’ national history, 
Armistiee Day is perhaps 
the most solemn — and 
threnetic of them all, re- 
calling as it does. the 
sacrifices and bitter hard- 
ships of the Great War. 
This ‘week Hongkong, as 
one of His Majesty's colonial 
possessions, observed with 
due pomp and dignity. this 
memorable event; _ tlicre- 
fore, it is quite fitting to 
discuss in an article of this 
kind the memorials erected 


by the citizens of the com- ° 


munity in remembrance of 
those of its sons who lost 
their lives during the last 


conflict. ; 
The Cenotaph is, of course, the 


most familiar of these memorials . 


erectell to the glorious dead; for 
it is perhaps one of the most 
benutiful of similar structures on 
necount of its chaste simplicity. 
of form suggesting a grandeur 
nnd solemnity which is typical of 
great war memorials every- 
where. There is, however, in 
the immediate vicinity of the im- 
posing cenotaph another war 
monument which is especially 
worthy of mention. This ia the 
bronze statue erected by the 
Hongkong and ‘Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation to the memory 
of the forty-two members of its 
staff who fell overseas, ‘Those

ANOTHER memorial — one

Corps who were recruited in 
Hongkong and who gave their 
liyes in France. The monument 
typifies the generous support of 
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the Chinese community towards 
Britain and symbolises the real 
and -lasting bonds . of affection 
which unite the two great peo- 
ples. The lapidarian inscrip- 
tion reads: 7 

“In memory of the Chinese = 
In the service. of the British 

Government - 

Who died through enemy action 
During the Great War, 1914-1918." 
There is one monument, how- 

ever, which {s but little known to 
most residents of the Colony. 
and that is the one erected at

Do you want to seo a symp- 
tom of the end of recovery?

It is 
based on the published figures 
of the. building plans approved 
by a large number of local au- 
thorities. : 


Plans, of course, are approved 
before the house is built, and if 
you see a house going up, the 
plans for it may have been ap- 
proved as much as twelve months 
ago, or even earlier,

The curve-has therefore been — 


drawn to show against every 
month the amount of plana ap- 
proved in the preeeding twelve 
months. . : 


These figures of plans approv- 
ed are, for a variety of reasons, 
a poor guide to the actual amount 
of building, But they are the 
best guide’ we possess. And the 
significant thing is that the 
curve has definitely turned down- 
ward. - 


Building has been the back- 
bone of British recovery. Tho 
volume of employment in the 
building industry is still at 
record levels, But it begins to. 
look extremely probable that 
there will be a falling-off next 
year: 


_ Everybody would agree that 
if the next slump-can be pre- 
vented, or even ‘mitigated, it 
would be a good thing to try. 
And any cconomist will tell you 
that the carlier you start with 
your preventive action, the bet- 
ter chance of success you have, 


pared and be ready to start at, 
once when the unemployment 
figures start rising. : 


What form should the plans 
take? Obviously no one person 
can present a whole plan for 
slump prevention. But there ara 
two things that could be done, 
each of which would be a power- 
ful blow in the battle, and each 
of which is worth doing for its 
own sake, entirely apart from 
its merits as a slump ‘preventer. 


In.two words, these two sug- 
gestions’ are HOUSES and 


Building houses, is the most 
obvious and direct way of pre- 
venting a slump in building em- 
ployment. We are already: ap- 
proaching the exhaustion of the 
private demand fof houses by 
people who can afford to pay for 
them. But there is still‘an en- 
ormous' need of houses for the 


less_fortunate for whom_ build-_ 


cisely the reaction of various 
types; types, let it be said, vary- 
ing in their narrow-mindedness 
and bigotry exactly in ratio to 
the positiveness of their con- 
demnation.

dice. One of the greatest paci- 
fists was..the late Brigadier- 
General F. P. Crozier, C.B., 
C.M.G., D.8.0., whose conspicu- 
ous record in battle made. him 
immune from any accusation 
touching his personal. gallantry, 
though it did not: protect him 
from attick on other scores. 


‘|The ‘point is that'to shut ‘cyes 


and stop cara’against any ideal- 
istic or other argument: ia often 
a confession of weakness, more 
often of potly prejudice, and 
sometimes snobbery. @ mere 
fact: that one fecls a distaste for 
a certain subject or doctrine 
cannot excuse a polley of what 
might be termed - self-lsolation- 
ism or insulationism. Too many 
are prone to emulate the ostrich 
and bury their heads {in the sand. 
Thoy miss so much that ia worth 
at least passing observation.

On 
the contrary, one is inclined to 
feel that the Peace Pledge 
Union is attempting to run. be- 
fore there is any path for it to 
walk.

Pacifism, moreover, is anta- 
ronistic to the structure of the 
Lengue of Nations. It is not 
Just a belief; it is-an attitude. 
The League of Nations is a be- 
licf and a fact. And on that 
fact, though much fault can he 
found with the foundations ‘on 
which jit, too, is supported, it ig 
possible to build with some hope 
of permanence. The League is 
an instrument to prevent war. 
Pacifism {is a movement to 
abolish war. Surely they can- 
not be anything but complement- 
ary, since, in effect, they have a 
common goal, 


Pacifism a8 a principle may 
make appeal; but pacifism in 
present day practice makes 4 
sorry showing if. it is carried 
to its. ultimate ond. It will 
be .hard for any. man 
resist etriking a blow in. defence 
of his -home and his native coun- 
try if either is ‘invaded: But 
pielfism preaches non-resistance, 
basing its argument on the .sup- 
position that without resistince 
there can be no war. That docs 
not mean there will not be 
slaughter and horror and the 
shame of stbjugation to the will 
of a conqueror. : 


Nevertheless, there is a grain 
of good within the Peace Pledge 
Union; moro than a grain, per- 
haps.

500,000 house building pro- 
gramme in addition to what is 
being done at present—roughly 
half for slums and half for over- 
crowding. -There is nothing in 
the least unorthodox about. this. 
It is merely the continuation of 
what the Government has been 
doing for years past, merely the 
anticipation. of what they admit 
will be necessary somo time in 
the future. a 


The only novelty in my sug- 
vestion is that instead of post- 
poning the plans until‘the vague 
future, they. should immediately 
be got ready.for prompt applica- 
tion when the slump shows signs 
of coming. If private housing is 
on the down-grade, public 
housing - should be on the up- 
grade. 


ROADS. It has been proved over

portion of our road accidents is

Here again we have Govern- 
ment pronouncements to go on. 
Before Mr, Hore-Belisha left the 
Ministry: of Transport he’ laid 
down a standard specification 
for a main road, including dual 
carriagoways, cycle tracks 
roundabout or flyover crossings 
and other such details, : 


We shall not be ablo to say 
that our roads-are satisfactory, 
that they are safe for the public 
to travel on, until every main 
road has been rebuilt to the 
standard specification. : 

The cost of that would be 
something like £800,000,000—an 
enormous sum, but little more 
than half of what we are spend- 
ing in five years for rearmament.

Why should not a Ten-Year- 
Plan be drawn up for the re- 
building of the main roads, at 
a cost of £80,000,000 a year? 
Then, in any year when unem- 
ployment was heavy,'a year's in- 
stalment of the programme could 
be put in) hand. When trade 
revived, the programme could be 
postponed. In this way rond 
building would be combined with 
slump prevention. - . 


But where is the £80,000,000' 
a year to come from? Surely 1 
am not suggesting, after the ex- 


‘perience of the last Labour Gov- 


ernment, that the Budget should 
be unbalanced’ to jrovle work: 
for the unemployed? — 


The answer might be that if- 
wa can. unbalance the Budget 
for rearmament we can do it for 
the pr¢évention of unemployment. - 
But as it happens, this road’ 
building programme can be- 
financed in the soundest of sound 
ways. : ‘ . 


To begin with, if £80,000,000 ~ 
were spent on the roads in a 
slump year, there would be con 


ment in the ‘dole. Let us -esti-- 
mnte these, conservatively, at 
£20,000,000. If the Government 
did not find this money for road 


. building, it would have to find it . 


for the dole. So the _ Budget 
would be no worse off than it 
would be in any case. 


Secondly, the yleld of motor~ 
taxation is increasing at the rate 
of about £4,000,000 a year, and 
is going to go.on increasing. . 


It would bo the soundest of 
finance to pledge this incrense in 
revenue to pay the interest and 
other service charges on large: 
capital loans for road-building. 
Each year’s increase would easi- 
ly pny the charges on a loan of 
the £60,000,000 neéded to make 
up the year’s road-building pro-

Time To Improve 


BADMINTON, in its present or- 
ganised form, Is In ‘its fourth 
year In Hongkong, The game has 
made Smpressive strides during that 
comparatively brief period, especially 
when onercalises that the majority of 
the players had no previous experl- 
ence of the game, and haye also been 
forced to develop it under anything 
but ideal conditions. Nevertheless, 
pralseworthy though the progress has 
been, thls senson should see an even 
more Important step forward, and a 
constderuble raising of the standard 
of play, Must of the players have a 
working knowledge of the primary 
essentials of badminton. Now Js the 
time for them to improve their 
technique, court-craft and tactics, 


Encouraging Sign 


N the course of conversations I have 
discovered that quite a number of 
our enthuslusts are ‘willing to agree 
that Hongkong has by. no means 
learnt -all it can about badminton. 
It was, indeed, a great pleasure to 
reallse recently that many are keenly 
secking methods for improving their 
play and their knowledge of the in- 
tricacies of the game. One player, 
at least, has become a convert to the 
Brewer system, which .was outlined 
in these .cdlumns last August, and 
Which, although apparently com- 
plicated, Is not too dimMcult for the 
intelligent player to grasp and to put 
into practice, : 


The Brower System 


HIE Brewer system is comparative. 
ly recent. That ts, It dates back 
to nbout 1034, but so far as I know, 
no other system has come along which 
{s more complete and comprehensive 
in its trealment of every move In the 
wume. Exploined in its briefest form, 
the Brewer system [sy a+ combination 
of the rotating and side-to-side 
methods of play, the former being 
nnti-clockwise In process and the fact 
that it incorporates . both systems 
which-in-turn-have—been~advocated 
by the champions, is a sufficient 
testimony of its completeness. 


Watch Your Technique 


But my idea is not so much to hang 
the flags out for the Brewer sys- 
tem any more than for any other sys- 
tem, but to insist that to make any 
decided forward movement fn the 
game, lo¢al players must now pay a 
great deal of attention to Improving 
their technique, by. which word I 
class together strake making, under- 
standing between partners to make 
the: fullest possible use of the court,

Clearing Shot 
Noglected 


NHOUGH we llke to pride ourselves 
thant badminton here is “pretty 
good", It remains to be snid that we 
hove no more than three first-rnte 
all-court players, This is not o por. 
ticulorly striking percentage of the 
number of people who profess to be 
“pretty good” at the game. It ts very 
noticeable that for the most part our 
players (and I am referring almost 
exclusively now to the men) elther 
possess a powerful overhend. and 
negligible forecourt shots,’ or vice- 
versn, Another very unhappy feature 
is the alnost complete inability to 
make a clearing shot of the type de- 
manded by the ‘text books. There is 
some excuse for this Jast-mentioned 
weakness, many of our courts pre-e 
venting proper clearing, shots because ' 
the ceilings ure too low. But this 
should not. be allowed to encourage 
players to forsake the clearing shot 
altogether, It is one of the, best 
straxes in the game and can often (urn 
o defensive position. into one of ut- 
tack. It ls by no means the defensive 
shot which so many players ‘maging, 


It’s Not Just Smash 
“And Tap 


MIE game is worth more than a 
cursory. study. Nelther’ should 
players rest content with using pras-

Man Who Opposed 
Versailles Treaty 


; - Paris, Nov. 12. 

The death Is announced of 
Henrl Franklin-Boulllon, the French 
politician, ‘nt the age of O7.— 
Reuter’s Spectat. 

Henrl Franklin-Boulllon the French 
polltician was born in 1870, in Jersey, 
Channet Islands, snd was originally 
a journalist and war correspondent. 
He cdited the Volonte and the Radtcal, 
A member of the Raaical-Socialist 
party, he was first elected to the 
Chamber In 1904. He pald specint 
attentlon to international affairs and 
was n member of the Foreign Affairs 
Commission of the Chamber, of which 
before the war ond again from 1924 
to 1027 ho was chairman, During 
the war he was chicfy engaged in the 
organisation of French propaganda 
abrond, particularly in England and 
American, In 1917, he: was given by 
Painleve the portfolio of “Missions 
Avrouu" tnat is to say, he became 
Minister for Propaganda. During 
the peace negotintlons he was adviscr 
to the Government on Oriental 
questions and also conducted  pro- 
paganda in Czechostovakin, ~ the 
Batkans, Turkey and the East. 


VOTED AGAINST TREATY 


A mon who was prone to swim 
against the current, he Jost his sear 
ne tne 1v1Y elections, for he had 
declared in the Chamber that the 
Treaty of Versailles was not a peace 
troaly, bul the beginning of anarchy, 
and he was one of the two non- 
Socinitist deputies who voted against 
it. In 1924, however he was again 
returned {o ParHament. Mcanwnhlle 
In 1021-2 he acted as French envoy 
to the Turkish National Assembly at 
Angora and concluded a treaty with 
Kemal Pasha, but carly in’ 1025 
declined the post of Minister to 
Angora. . 


At the conference of the Radical- 
Socialist party at Bordeaux in 
October 1920, he persuaded the party 
to support the Coalition Government, 
but opposed a resolution, which was, 
however, adopted, favouring further 
co-operation with the Socialists. He 
urged un electoral entente with the 
Alltance Democratique, but this was 
rejected. “He addressed an open 
letter to Muurice Sarraut, chairman 
of the Radteals, in July, 1927, urging 
that the parly'should join hands with 
the other moderate © parties in the 
Interests of the policy of “national 
union", and — protesting against 
Snarraut's plan for co-operation with 
the Left. 


In 1027, Franklin-Boulllon follow 
ed Brand's statement to the Forelyn 
Affairs Commission with a speech 
directed against the policy of Locarno 
und soon afterwards announced his 
resignation of the chairmanship ot 
the Commission. He wus-hostile to 
the ratification of the French war-
